ELJQUEST ADD RES 3 OF COL. W C. P- 
BRECKINRIDGE TO THE GRADUATING 
CLASS OF THE KENTUCKY MILITARY IN- 
STITUTE. 

[1'he followi ig is a corrected report of Col. 
W. C- I’- Breckinridge’s Address "on behalf of 
the Kentucky Military Institute” on Com- 
mencement Day, June 8, 1871, several times 
alluded to in these columns, as one of the 
most brilliant, thoughtful, and suggestive that 
the annual commencements and examinations 
have elicited in any part of the country. In 
fact, we might go further and say that it was 
superior to any and all of them — a Southern 
classic — a sort of ‘half human, all divine 
thing’ that no man has the fortune to listen 
to more than two or three times in an ordi. 
nary lifetime. We were so fortunate as to be 
present and hear it spoken from the platform 
and that, as every lover of true eloquence and 
its great triumphs knows, was a peculiar 
privilege. We have heard the famous and 
immortal Prentiss ; and whether in delivery, 
or in substance, or in exciting the liue chival- 
rous and poetic sentiment, we never heard 
anything from any one better than, if so good 
as, this : ] 

Young Gentlemen of the Military Institute : 

If I rightly understand the nature of the 
duty I am called to perform it is in the name 



of this Institute and of its Faculty to utter the 
last words of warning and affection you will 
hear before the diplomas are given, the re- 
wards of merit distributed, and the present 
Bession closed. Speaking for your Alma Mater, 
in the name of your instructors, whose faithful 
and laborious devotion has demonstrated their 
love, I charge you to remember that. du‘y per- 
formed in love is the highest and noblest, ns it 
is the most important and fruitful, manifesta- 
tion ol a nature created in the likeness of the 
Creator. This is the great lesson of life, and 
you canuot be renliuded of it too ofieu, nor 
bear it in mind too solemnly. Man, by the 
very act of his creation in the likeness of n 
per. on il God, is a distinct unit, each man to 
and in himself. We feci, each one of as, 
personal freedom, intelligence, accountability, 
aid above all, a peisonal and individual des- 
Iji.y. Alone each was born — alone will each 
dit--alone will each bo judged. Yet it 
equally true that man is a social being, sur- 
r uudrd by those connected with him by every 
variety of lie. He is a son, a brother, a father, 
a friend, a servant, a master. He is a member 
of a household, of a family of sereral house- 
holds. Widening the circle, lie is a citizen of 
the State — one of a particular race; and still 
widening the view, lie is a fellow-inan to all 
the living--joint heir with them of "all the 
ages,” and in part responsible for all the 
future; and over nil, his Creator, that of all 
his race — is the Almighty to whom duiies are 
owed. From i he cradle to the grave, thus sur- 
rounded, each man finds his lot before him and 
lcavesdiis work behind him. He cannot escape 
it if he would; there is to spot in the universe 
where lie tan he rid of obligation, and our 
sense of duty, which is the truest and most 
divine of all our natural impulses, and capable 
of bearing the richest fruit, is only the recog- 
nition ol tlie obligation to he faithful to every 
being, and to every relation we sustain. The 
more varied the ties, the more numerous the 
obligations. As we rise in the rank we our- 
selves hold the more important Hie duties be- 
come. 

The more abundant the gifts bestowed upon 
us, the richer our blessings, the wider our 
circle of influence, the greater our opportuni- 
ties, tiie more pressing and heavy become the 
obligations we owe. The humblest peasant 
nnd the mightiest king alike are 1 he subjects 
of ibis universal law; hut how different in de- 
gree is the work assigned. The humble idiot 
who. oti the sea-lieaeli of England, learned ol 
God.from wind and wave and sky, and the 
noblest genius w hose name is a priceless her- 
itage of a world, alike answer to the bar of 
conscience and of God ; but how vast the dif- 
ference in the answer they must make ? And 
so of eviry rank from pauper to prince, of 
every class from idiot to genius. In our own 
peculiar place, under our own sky, surrounded 
by our own peculiar relations, gifted with our 
own peculiar talents, we have our own daily 
duties to perform, ami as we are about to step 
over that narrow strip which divides college 
from aclive life, it affords a most fitting mo- 
ment to pause, examine ourselves, and look 
calmly and bravely at these great obligations, 
and solemnly make up our minds to meet and 
perform them. In thissolemn review the main 
facts as to each of you arc the same. You 
live in the latter half of the 19th century ; you 
ure citizens of the Americnn Republic, and of 
the southern half of it, you have received an 
education which enables you to prepare for any 
vocation in life; you are just ripeniug into 
manhood. It is then necessary for you to 
appreciate and participate in the spirit of the 
age in which you are called to act; to under- 
stand the history, necessities, and aspirations 
of the w'orld of to-day, and in a more peculiar 
manner of the Republic in which you live, and 
of the State of which you are a citizen. These 
are high and noble studies, worthy of your 
most profound and thoughtful attention. Be- 
lieve me, young gentlemen, you cannot find a 
more interesting subject of thought and medi- 
tation than that thus commended to you. The 
world of to-day — its wonderful achievements, 
its magnificent successes, its glorious heroism, 
its tender and generous charities, its shameful 
lusts and bloody crime?, and infamous vices, 
and the American Republic as part of and in- 
volved in that worldand its future — where can 
you find topics more full of interest and more 
important to you. The world is wiser, better, 
aud happier to-day lhau it was on yesterday 



the habitudes of generations are shaken otf. 
The slumber of years is broken ; and watch- 
ful, earnest, and heroic docs the race struggle 
to deserve its divine destiny. We live in a 
heroic age. You jostle heroes in every crowd 
into which you press — heroes of tie battle- 
field, nobler heroes of the unheralded dangers 
and victories of dutiful lives. 1 speak to-day- 
in the hearing of men who have charged can- 
non and stood sentry over sleeping hosts. 
Buena Vista was just before you were born, 
and Sedan ami Metz were only yesterday. 
Grecian valor has received a n;w glory in 
Crete, and the siege of Paris demonstrated that 
luxury does not destroy courage. Wherever 
the sun goes in its diurnal revolution, it looks 
upon battie-fieids where the graves are fresh, 
and the grass green from new-shed blood. The 
heroes of war, numerous as they arc, arc not 
more numerous than the nobler heroes of 
peace. The ordinary life of to-day produces 
heroism. The papers of each day recount 
with unvarying monotony to readers accus- 
tomed to the recital the acts of noblest self- 
devotion in every class of society. The mis- 
sionary takes his life into his hands and goes 
to the uttermost parts of the earth, accom- 
panied by the geutlest of wives. The doctor 
and the nurse breathe the air oi pestilence ; 
the pilot burns to death as lie turns the wheel 
that guides the vessel freighted with hopes and 
joys and lives to shore; the engineer blows ti e 
whistle and reverses the engine, and looks 
calmly into the grave from which he is saving 
those entrusted to him, while the brakesman 
holds to his brake until lie i9 taken to»the skies; 
the miner holds the falling timbers ol a caving 
tunnel on his back while his comrades escape, 
until his heart is crushed by the burden. 
Baker drinks at Inst from t lie Albert Nvaozn. 
but not until he had given first to the wife who 
was witli him. Livingstone is now lo3t in the 
wilds of Africa, nnd Hall is starting to the 
North Bole. Florence Nightingale has sisters 
in her neighborhood, and Ida Lewis is but a 
type of her day. The life-boat is always 
manned when a sinking vessel drifts toward 
breakers and death — ihe still voice of fearless 
luty ill the heart being louder than howl of 
storm and roar of ocean. The nameless fire- 
man of every tiwn braves the fire lor the 
stranger wrapped in its embrace. Dealli comes 
in no shape so terrible as to daunt the glorious 
courage uf a heroic heart. 

The very air is full of this glorious inspira- 
tion, and at the time of need there steps forth 
the man of to-day, who holds life ready to be 
given to duty. It is a generous age. Hospi- 
tals of every kind, asylums for the orphan, the 
widow, tlie lunatic, tlie idiot, the poor, dot 
every section. Churches, colleges and school- 
houses adorn every village. Charities are 
abundant and money (lows freely for the im- 
provement ol the race, the alleviation of misery, 
tiiu assuagement of sorrow. It is a dat ing age. 
No obstacles daunt, no terrors alarm, no diffi- 
culties retard. The lightning is taken from 
the skies, the ribs of the mountains are opened, 
the bowels of earth arc invaded, tlie secrets ol 
ocean, and air, and rock, and 9ky are wrested 
from their grasp. Mines aredug, valleys filled 
up, mountains leveled or tunnelled, rivers 
bridged and damned, canals constructed 
Time, space and distance annihilated. The 
telescop: makes the dreams of Jean Baul sim- 
ple prose to the sublime realities of the starry 
climes. The microscope lias added new worlds 
to our conquests and knowledge. The barom- 
eter aud thermometer foretell that soon the 
secrets of storm, nnd cloud, and rain, and snow 
will ho ours. The trackless ocean has been 
mapped, and the highways of nations marked 
on its submissive bosom ; while light-houses 
guard its Scylla and Charybdis’, utid steam 
laughs its calms to scorn. 

You constantly hear it said that this is a 
material age. I do not know that 1 compre- 
hend the sentence. Those who thus taik add 
that poetry, romance, eloquence, sentiment, 
old-fashioned love, and kindred virtues, and 
gifts, belong to the past ; that we live a realis- 
tic matter-of-fact, material age. If they mean 
that man lias greatly extended his dominion 
over the material world — that is true. True, 
too, that false science is passing away — that 
truth is becoming more truly sovereign. Tlie 
handiwork of God is nobler than the imagina- 
tions of man — the real is nobler than the ideal 
The pure emotions of the human heart are len- 
di rer and lovelier than the fancies of tlie poet. 
In noothersense is the charge true. 

Does it make it a material age that in a com 
fortahle car the harrying lover whirls to the 
feet of his waiting fair one at the rate of forty- 
miles tin hour instead ot riding with leggings 
and saddle-bags, through bottomless mud roads 
at four miles ? That I. on the wings of the 
wind, tly to the bed-side of a sick wile, receiv- 
ing and sending messages of love nnd comfort 
with the aid of lightning, at every statiou 7 
Does it detrnel from the noblest emotions that 
all mankind are brought face to face, and that 
the utterances of the wise and tlie eloquent arc- 
now to tlie world instead of to tlie neighbor- 
hood 7 The inventive faculty is akin to in- 
spitjition, and to day the world is filled with 
the poetfy of action aud tlie eloquence ol 
achievement. Do men light the worse because 
of needle-guns, rifled cannon, nnd all the 
modern appliances of war? Let Shiloh, 
Sadowa, and Sedan answer. Dyes Tennyson 
sing less sweetly because Hoe’s printing presses 
throw off’ thousands of copies of his songs, and 
steam and telegraph carry them around the 
globe 7 Is the humble maiden of tlie village 
less radiant and less courted because her neat 
dress was made in a couple of hours on tlie 
sewing machine, rather than in a couple of 
days by hand 7 The song of the shirt, with 
its “stitch, stitch, stitch,” belongs to the past, 
and the poetry of to-day is the whirr of tlie 
machine. 

Was there no romance or poetry in the great 
Eastern recovering, from the depths of ocean 
the Atlantic cnble, nnd relaying it? The uge 
of Morse and of Maury has been crowned by- 
Dickens nnd Thackeray. Agassiz lives near 
Longfellow and the tomb of Webster. Brin 
destroyed the dynasty of which Brcscott wrote 
Bismarck re-established the German Empire, 
aud Rome became the Capital of united Italy- 
just after, Lesseps opened the Suez canal to 
ilic “white-winged birds” of commerce and cm 
pire, and the cars ran from New York to San 
Francisco. Faraday and Huxley hobnob with 
D’ Israeli and Spurgeon. Darwin gathers new 
proofs of liis startling theory amid tlie hard 
ships of a voyage around the world. Reabody 
adorns the era of art and poetry. Tlie Allantic 
cable announces the death of Robert E. Lee 
it is an age when new avenues of labor are 
opened. It holds out Briarean hands of en 
treaty and welcome to the earnest worker; yet 
it turns charmed ears to the singer, an 
awakened, eager intellect to the thinker, and 
opens a lender, easily touched heart to him 
who pleads for charity and kindness. 

It is an age of union and co-operation. Na- 
tional and geograpliie laws are giving way be- 
fore the unifying power of race and blood 
Sectarian animosities and minor differences are 
buried before the grand march to closer union 
Mighty — alas ! dangerous — corporations con 
trol the great works of improvements. Organ 
ized parties control and divide nations. Bart 
nerslnps are at the head of every professio 
and business. Co-operative energy, knoivl 
edge and gills mark, if not cause, the wonder 
ful progress of the age. I can not deny that 
great arc the evils and crimes of the world of 
to day. 

Iu the fertile field the enemy has sown tares 
amid luc wheal, aud the same genial suu aud 



falling dew and ripening rain that gave to the 
wheat its golden and heavy grain have made 
the tares grow. The courage of the day fills 
the heart of him who seeks wealth as of him 
who seeks souls. The race for mastery is 
sternly and cruelly contested. Crime is un- 
blushing and vice ostentatious. The evil is 
mixed with tile good. The blazing extrava- 
gance of ill gotten wealth vies with the gen- 
erous gifts from honest accumulations. The 
gambling hell is not far distant from the school, 
and the den of vice is but around the corner 
from the house of God. Thus it has ever been 
— thus it will ever be. The old faith is ques- 
tioned — the sacred oracles are denied; the 
victim of Calvary is made a myth, and the fu- 
ture an enigma. This, too, in an old fight, 
ever renewed, it began in Baradise, and will, 
end only upon the realization of the Apocalyp- 
tic vision. 

Into this active, earnest, intense, aggressive, 
doubting world of conflict, you have to bear 
your part. Let me beg of you to remember it 
is your part you must play ; not another s blit 
your owrt. The world has no time to give you 
many opportunities. There never was but 
one Esther in all Israel — never a day but for 
one Esther, and she came to the kingdom for 
that very day, and we have tlie solemn state- 
ment that if she bad not risen to the height of 
the duty assigned to her God would save her 
people otherwise, and she would perish. 

Take this lesson home. There never was^ 
before — there never will be again — a day for 
any one of you. Your day is now. Accept it 
and act your part; neglect it and disappear. 
These are the alternatives. Not only is there 
but one day, but only one place, for each ol 
you. An urmy has hut one chief, hut it has 
generals, subordinate officers, non-commissioned 
officers, aud privates; it has engineers, artil- 
lerists, cavalry men, sappers, spies, and scouts 
The sentry must pace his lonely heat inspired 
by the same devotion to duty, the same zeal 
for the cause, the same seltabnegation as the 
c >mmander-in-chief. It is not for fame the 
true soldier fights. He would fall in the petty 
skirmish of forgotten name with the same he- 
roic devotion as in the glorious charge under 
the eye of a chieftain w hich decided the late 
of the hour. The sublime sense of duty is tlie 
true basis of a character worthy of success. 
Fame, wealth, power, these may come, but 
they are not objects to be struggled for. They 
ure as attendants, serviceable and powerful; 
as masters, they are despotic and destroying. 
It is the great lesson of life to learn to do your 
duly , because it is your duty — simply, man- 
fully doing not lor reward, and not thinking 
of merit, but only because you ought so to do 
I will not here and now review with you the 
country and States of which you are citizens. 

1 might trench in times like these upon themes 
not usual to such occasions. 1’ is your duty to 
know your country and her institutions, laws, 
aud tlie spirit of her people. Your education 
imposes important duties upon you. Your 
country needs brave, clear-headed, large-heart, d 
sons. There open noble lives in this republic 
to those who can heal her wounds, restore her 
to power, repair her losses, and preserve to all 
citizens a true liberty, regulated by law. But 
1 turn from this. 

It has been eloquently said that, as a race, 
man is a dead race rather than a living race, 
that generation after generation follow each 
other to the dark shores of the eternal world 
ns wave after wave break on the rock-ribbed 
shore. The pale nations of the sheeted dead 
far outnumber the living. That life is but a 
lighted passway, across which shadows tlii 
from dai knees into darkness Westaud on the 
narrow tine between the dead of the past and 
tlie dead of the future. But the dead of the 
past arc immortal ; the dead of tlie future will 
never perish. Our race is not a mighty ocean 
with recurring aud ebbing waves. Our past is 
not darkness — our future impenetrably night. 
We are glorious unities, but little lower than 
tlie angels, made in tlie likeness oi tlie Lord 
God Almighty, and with an eternal future. 
These are verities. We can not change them. 
We must include them in any estimate we 
may make of our true duties. \\ e can not 
told our hands if we would. An irresistible 
power forces us onward. The battle is belore 
us, and we must take part. We have choice 
as to onr part, but that choice must he exer- 
cised or it is exercised for us. Tlie current ot 
lime waits not for us — before its mighty sweep 
on barrier stands. The progress of tlie race is 
upward, and we can aid it. Its pathway has 
always been upward. Tlie passions of man- 
kind obscured their vision, follies delayed, 
ignorance misled, vice retarded, obstacles ob- 
structed, dangers terrified, but the zig-zag path- 
way yet pointed upward and onward to a 
higher civilization nnd a purer Christianity. 
In this pathway you must tread. W ill you 
lead your race npward with a voice ol cheer- 
ing, a face of kindling love and faith, days 
given to toil and nights to thought, or will 
you be trampled under fool by tlie advancing 
hosts w hose march you may assist, hut can uot 
prevent 7 

1 speak to you, young gentlemen, witli the 
earnestness of one who loves his State with 
passionate love ; who loves and has faith iu 
liis race. I acknowledge and accept in love 
the unity and brotherhood of man. I look 
with eager, applauding eyes upon every true 
step forward, and mourn with sadness every 
retrogade movement. In the full day ol Chris- 
tian civilization 1 re-echo liie old Roman s sub- 
lime utterance: “I am a man, and nothing 
human is foreign to me.” And iu this spirit 
I have spoken, believing it not improper to 
place before you, with a solemn seriousness, 
these high themes as the parting charge of this 
Institute and its Faculty. Carry, with the 
love of your teachers nnd the prayers of your 
friends, into the life you are entering, these 
thoughts. A life thus regulated will be an 
honor to her whose diploma you are about to 
receive, be full of usefulness to the 1 world, 
and to you the well-founded claim to ineffable 
reward.

The Paris correspondent of the New Yoik 
World, who has been all along a persistent 
apologist of the Communists of that city,

'• Ry the ages as they roll," 
in that once beautiful, but now battle and 
mob-scarr?d city. The rich, and the ‘well- 
to-do,’ are to be destroyed by the poor ; the 
aristocrats by the sansculottes; and “ not one 
stone is to be left upon another,” to show that 
the proudest city of the world — a city found- 
ed near 2,000 years ago, on a swampy island 
of the Seine, and originally called " Lutetia,’' 
or “ the city of mire ” — once stood there, and 
from thence ruled the world in arts, arms, 
science, and fashion. 

The announcement of this design of the 
accursed Communists, so soon after all the 
indescribably appalling and sickening horrors 
they but yesterday brought upon Paris, 
sounds incredible. But, when we remember 
the fiendish spirit of the demons of whom it 
is reported, and when we remember, too, the 
wonderful history of the French Capital since 
its foundation, we are prepared not to be 
astonished at anything that may happen 
Paris has been twice destroyed by fire, and 
repeatedly desolated by the pestilence or 
‘ black-death,” not to speak of the horrors o^ 
Ft. Bartholomew’s Day, and of the first 
Reigu of Terror. The first time it was 
destroyed was when, still called Lutetia, the 
inhabitants burned it to keep it from falling 
into the hands of the Romans, nearly 
1,900 years ago, just as these Commu- 
nists wish to destroy it now to keep the 
friends of law and order and of Christianity 
from establishing there any hut tha atheistic, 
licentious, socialistic, and anarchic government 
of the Commune. In the year 857 — uioie 
than a millcnium ago — the Normans, altera 
long siege, captured and again completely de- 
stroyed it by fire. In 1350 it was visited 
by the plague or ‘Black-Death,’’ and, 
in a very short time, 75,000 of its in- 
habitants, out cf a population of 150,000, 
succumbed to the fell destroyer.

When 
the Mexican blacks were emancipated by the 
same revolution which threw oil the yoke ol 
Spain, there were some three or four hundred 
thousand of them engaged in the cotton, 
sugar, and c >ffee culture of that country : now 
— in fact, as long as ten years ago — one 
might travel from one end of Mexico to the 
other, without meeting a single full-blooded 
African. And, so doubtless, it will be hero 
fifty or sixty years hence. 

The causes lor this now patent deciease of 
the negro race in this country, lie on the su;. 
fac). Naturally indolent and thriftless, they 
never can become in a state of freedom, and 
in a climate like this, a self-sustaining people. 
A certain amount of force is absolutely nec 
essary to make the most of them work enough 
to make even a support. At least a moiety, 
if not a majority, of them live in a state of 
pro niscuous concubinage ; while, as is well 
known, they are universally careless of their 
offspring, paying very little attention to them, 
or to one another, in sickness. Even in 
Africa, where the fruits of the earth grow 
spontaneously in luxurious abundance, they 
are too indolent, bv nature, to gather 
more than enough to meet the pressing de 
m inds of present hunger ; and, though they 
have had almost sole possession of that con 
tinent for several thousand years, they have 
not increased enough to occupy more than one 
twentieth part of their fertile and prolific 
domain. Were they left entirely to their 
own devices in a climate like this, they wou'd 
hardly exist through the lifetime of a single 
generation. The idea of setting such a 
people free in the temperate zeme could only 
have originated with their worst enemies, or 
tosubseive some ulterior design of malice or 
political ambition, or both combined. It can 
be shown, by incontcstible statistics, that they 
hive annually fallen nearly one fourth short 
of a support since they were set free, and that 
fourth has come out of the pockets of the 
whites.

ANNUAL STOCK SALE AT W00DLAWN. 

We attended yesterday the annual stock 
sale of thoroughbred and troting colts and 
fillies, and enjoyed a delightful day in meet- 
ing friends from all portions of the country 
and viewing fine stock. The crowd assem- 
bled was, if anything, larger than in former 
years, and was composed of leading stock men 
from a dozen States, as well as from all the 
counties in Kentucky where interest is taken 
in such matters. The press was largely rep- 
resented, it having been our pleasure to meet 
besides a number from Lexington, Louisville, 
arid other points, Col. S D. Bruce, of the 
Turf, Field, and Farm: Col. Farrar, Mr. 
Wilson, and Mr. Rush, of the Chicago press, 
as also reporters for the Cincinnati papers. 
The sale was held in a beautiful grove and 
conducted by Capt. Phil. C. Kidd, of Lexing- 
ton, who sustained his high reputation as an 
auctioneer, by his accuracy and dispatch. At 
noon there was the customary barbecue din- 
ner, which was on a more liberal seale than 
ever before. Ten mutton, freshly barbecued 
and any quantity of genuine burgoo, all pre- 
pared under the superintendence of Capt. 
Perry Beard, formed the feast which was 
so abundant that, although there were 
full a thousand guests, there was abun- 
dance left. The sale closed by two o'clock, 
in ample time to enable the large 
crowd from Louisville, Frankfort, and other 
points along the lino westward, to return on 
the afternoon train, which left Lexington at 
1:40. 

Fifty-six animals in all were sold, of 
which twenty-four were thoroughbred racing 
colts, twenty-two racing fillies, and ten ol 
trotting stock. The total sales, as will be 
seen from the following detailed summary, 
amounted lo $26,575— of which the colts 
brought $11,235; fillies, $12,055; and 
trotting stock, $3 285. The colts averaged 
$468 ; fit Hies, $547 21 ; and trotting stock, 
$328 50. General average, $474.
